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BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS FOR JULY. 


‘Cuz slightly more favourable appearance which character- 
ised the Board of Trade Returns for June has been quite 
lost this month. In July the imports amounted to only 
$1,848,0007, being a decrease of about 7 per cent. as com- 
pared with the corresponding month of last year, while the 
exports have fallen off nearly 9 per cent., the total being 
only 19,174,0000. 
due to smaller arrivals of raw textile materials; while in 
the latter the diminution largely results from a further 
heavy shrinkage in the iron and steel trade. The textile 
trades as a whole have also lost ground, this being especi-

ally the case with cotton piece goods. For the seven 
months of the year the imports exhibit a loss of nearly 4 
per cent.,and the exports a loss of over 9 per cent. as com- 


pared with 1884,

exports with foreign countries and the colonies during the 
first half of the current year.

Compared with 1884, it will be seen that our exports to 
foreign countries decreased about 13 per cent., and those 
to British possessions only about 3} per cent. The former 
is made up of a diminution in nearly all directions, a 
feature perhaps being the heavy loss in our trade with the 
Continent. As regards the colonies it is noticeable that 
our exports to the Australias exhibit a substantial increase, 
but in most other directions there is a decided shrinkage.

The bulk of the decrease in this month’s imports is 
due to a reduction of 2,003,0007 in the value of raw 
materials imported for textile manufactures, and by far 
the largest part of this is to be found under the head of 
cotton. In July we received only 451,390 ewts, valued at 
1,232,2102, as saan 908,630 cwts, valued at 2,355,9704, in 
the same month of 1884. The falling off is under all 
categories, but it is mainly divided between the United 
States and the East Indies. There is a considerable 
shrinkage in wool, due to smaller arrivals from the 
Australias, also in flax and silk. Jute has fallen off 
heavily, the arrivals in July being only valued at 63,9207; 
against 246,830/; but hemp has gained somewhat. 
Amongst the metals, copper exhibits a large reduction in 
both quantity and value. The arrivals from nearly all 
quarters have fallen off, especially as regards ore, and 
regulus and precipitate; but. the receipts of bars | 
from Chili have increased. The arrivals of tin 
have been small, but lead has come to hand 
freely. In food products, wheat has arrived more 
plentifully, chiefly from Bussia and India; but the move-

_ The re-export trade, which fell off sharply in June, has 
increased this month, its total value being 5,835,000/, 
against 4,146,000/, a gain of 40} per cent. This resuits 
exclusively from heavy shipments of wool, amounting in 
value to 2,156,0001, against 404,000/. Apart from this 
movement, which together with last month’s decline is more 
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or less of an accidental character, the re-export trade con- 
tinues to droop, owing to the constant tendency to'ship 
direct to a consuming point.

The increased imports of gold this month came chieflY 
from Australasia. Larger amounts of silver came to hand 
from France and the United States, but less from Mexico 
and South America. A larger quantity of silver was sent 
to India, but less to China. 








THE WAGES DISPUTE IN LANCASHIRE. 


UnrortunaTE xy, there is no change to be reported in the 
attitude either of the employers or their workpeople in 
respect to the wages dispute now pending in Lancashire. 
The strike at Oldham against the proposed reduction is 
being maintained with stubborn determination; but 
although the spinning mills have now been stepped from 
this cause for several weeks, the effect produced on the 
Manchester market has been so slight, that the master 
spinners cannot fail to be encouraged to persevere in the 
determination to enforce the reduction. It is estimated 
that twenty-five thousand workpeople are now going idle 
in the Oldham district,and the probability is that this 
number will be considerably increased. An appeal to the 
Trades’ Unionists of the United Kingdom has been 
issued by the operatives’ secretary, in which he speaks of 
the gigantic nature of the struggle upon which they have 
entered, and recites a partial history of the circumstances 
which have provoked it. Mr Mawdsley complains that 
although the standard list of wages and conditions by 
which the operative spinners of the Oldham district are 
now governed was fixed in January, 1876, the trade did 
not share in the general advance in wages which took 
lace throughout the country just prior to this date. 
eee the beginning of — v- the end of 1875 the 
rices paid for spinning, with a few unimportant excep- 
‘isan, ‘coutduiia ees linn Mr Mawdsley says. and 
the prices under which the Oldham cotton spinners 
commenced work in 1876 were not an advance upon 
previous -rates, but simply a consolidation of different 
systems then existing. He claims credit for the for- 
bearance of the workpeople between the years 1870-76 
in demanding advances which he asserts could have been 
obtained had they been pressed, but the assurances of the 
employers were accepted that this feeling would be reci- 
procated when the circumstances of the trade were 
reversed. We do not question for a moment but that 
Mr Mawdsley makes this statement in good faith, and no 
doubt he has some warrant for it, but he must himself, 
we are sure, on reflection, see that it is an argument 
which can have but little weight with either side now that 
the question has resolved itself into a trial of strength 
and of endurance. But the facts as thus recited do not 
represent the whole case as between the Oldham cotton 
spinners and their workpeople. The relations between 
them have been exceptional compared with those of the | 
employers and workpeople in the cotton trade generally 
for several years back, The industry has been developed 
in the Oldham district with exceptional rapidity, and as 
full advantage has been taken of all the latest impreve- 
ments and inventions in machinery, the operatives have 
enjoyed special advantages, which do not appear on any 
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official standard list of wages paid. For a series of years 
the Oldham spinners, whether employers or operatives, 
have been the envy of the trade. Their profits and their 
earnings respectively have both been acknowledged to be 
above the average, and it is a circumstance which affords 
very conclusive proof of the extreme pressure which has 
recently been put upon employers in the cotton trade gene- 
rally,to find that the first determined effort to readjust the 
division of profit between the capitalist and the labourer 
in this trade should come from the section of it which 
may be presumed to have —o the largest share of the 
rosperity in it for a series of years. 
. Mr Mawdsley’s dry adil of the facts that the 
operative spinners at Oldham are at the present time 
working at 10 per cent. below the rate fixed in 
1876, and much below the lowest rates ever paid 
previous to 1870, really give us no information what- 
ever as to the relative earnings of an Oldham cotton 
spinner, and the earnings of those to whom they are) now 
appealing for assistance. The practical question at issue 
is really not of standard lists and prices, but what can 
an Oldham spinner earn from week to week at the rates 
offered Ly his employer, who furnishes him with excep- 
tional facilities for getting his work done. If those who 
are now advising the workpeople to resist the proposed 
reduction of 10 per cent. on the Oldham rates were to 
make an impartial inquiry into the facts, we are satisfied 
that they would find that the rates of wages in the 
cotton trade have fluctuated less during the last few years 
than the rates of wages in any other staple industries in 
the country. In this respect, Mr Mawdsley’s expectation 
of “reciprocation ” has been fulfilled. But it is obvious 
that there must be a limit even to “reciprocation,” and 
anyone who has followed the history of the cotton manu- 
facture during the last half-dozen years must be fully 
satisfied that this limit has now been reached. We are 
not advocates of low wages, but we do desire 
both the wage earning classes and those who advise them 
to look around them and see what is going on in the 
labour market, both in this and in every other manufac- 
turing country in the world, and judge for themselves. 
If they dothis impartially they will find, we believe, that 
the cotton operatives of Lancashire have enjoyed an 
exceptionally advantageous position for a long series of 
years. The chief cause which has operated to produce 
this result has been the enormous amount of capital 
which has come to be invested in the trade. But it is 
notorious that this capital has ceased for some time to 
yield a fair and reasonable return, and should this continue 
to be the case, it will soon rapidly diminish in amount, to 
the detriment of the workpeople as well as of the employer. 
For the operatives to offer short time as an alternative 
to theiremployers to a concession in wages is really an 
illusion. It would really afford no relief to the capitalist, 
as it would so seriously increase the cost of his produc- 
tion. The Lancashire spinner and manufacturer, although 
they do the lion’s share of the world’s busincss in the 
reduction of cotton yarns and cloth, enjoy no monopoly. 
hey have to meet their foreign competitors, not only in 
neutral markets, but also on ground in which the latter 
possess special advantages. The success with which they 
have done this hitherto has been remarkable, but without 
the co-operation and assistance of the workpeople it cer- 
tainly cannot be maintained. Such a dispute as that 
which now threatens to disorganise this most important 
branch of our manufacturing indusiry makes us more than 
ever long for the establishment of some impartial tribunal 
before which the merits of a dispute could be stated, and 
whose decision both parties would accept. As it is, and in 
the absence of any such tribunal, we must be content, 
we suppose, to await the settlement of ths difficulty by 
the exhaustion of the weakest. No intelligent workman, 
however, can shut his eyes to the fact that the price of 
labour everywhere is now falling, and those engaged in 
the cotton manufacture have neither any right or reason 
to expect that their experience will be different from that 
of their neighbours. 





In cornection with the above, the fol'owing statement, 
sh. wing the result of the operatioas of the Oldham 
cotton spinning companies during the first half of the 
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year, is of interest, and we are indebted for it to Messrs 
W. Ashworth, of Manchester. Of the 80 ccmpanies 
actually at work, 19 failed to pay any dividend for the 
six months, and the aggregate credit and debit balances 
of the various undertakings stood at the beginning and 
end of the half-year thus :—

amounted to 27,4000.

THE ANTWERP EXHIBITION. 
[FROM A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. | 


Tuis is the most complete industrial and commercial 
exhibition which has been held on the Continent since 
1878. First started as a private enterprise by some of the 
leading citizens of Antwerp, it had an official character 
given to it by Government support, by means of which it 
became international in its object and extent. The 
Governments of Austria, France, and Italy, more especially, 
favoured the scheme, and most countries are represented 
by official commissions. The result is, that the Exhibition 


is well organised, and the prceducts of each country are, as 
a general rule, representative in character, and well shown. 
In England and Geviiany no regular official commission 
was appointed, and intending exhibitors were left to make 
their own arrangements. In Germany an active committee 
of manufacturers and merchants was formed, which did 
their work well ; but in England it is to be regretted that 
adequate steps were not taken to exhibit British goods in 
due relation to the products of other nations. Owing to 
this neglect, the English section is small, the display of 
goods is limited, and they are not for the most part of 
the best quality. 

The Belgian section, as was to be expected from the 
energy of the executive committee and individual manu- 
facturers, the support of Government, and the show made 
at the Health Exhibition in London last year, is very com- 
plete in all its branches. In education, as well as in 
exhibits of industry and manufactures, the display is large 
and of superior quality. In glass and earthenware there 
are exhibits which will compete with English goods. The 
great firm of Boch Bros., which has earthenware estab- 
lishments in France and Germany as well as in Belgium, 
make a large show, and have availed themselves of this 
Sepsetanity of displaying their products to secure their 
hold on the continental market. There is a magnificent 
assortment of Belgian laces, tapestry, and decorative 
objects, including fine specimens of bronzes by the 
method of casting known as 4 la cire perdue, or melted 
wax, lately revived in Belgium. In paper-making there is 
j| 2 large and good display of raw material for its manufac- 
ture, of the processes used, and of specimens of 
the paper made, ‘For textile manufactures, it 
does not appear that England has to fear the 
Belgian competition in originality; but Belgian manu- 


facturers have great power in adapting to their use the 
processes and designs of other countries, and they are 
well supported by their Government in gaining facilities 
for placing their goods on distant markets. This last- 
mentioned point, which is important, must, however, be 
reserved for another occasion. There does not seem to be 
anything novel in this branch of the Exhibition, except, 
perhaps, an application of ramie for the production of 
machine bands, instead of cotton or linen, by Messrs 
Lechet, of Ghent. There is a fine display in trophy- 
shape of the raw produce of foreign countries imported 
into Antwerp. This is well supplemented by the exhibits | 
from Brazil and other South American States, and of - 
colonial produce, the object of which is to lead to an 
increased direct trade between these countries and 
Antwerp for the supply of continental markets. 


Next to the Belgian section the French is the largest, 
most complete, and best organised. The display of textiles 
from Lyons, Roubaix, and Rouen is fine, but does not call 
for special remark. The specimens of cold-hammered 
iron, steel, and copper work sent by Marrou, of Rouen, are 
very fine, and are among the best articles in the Exhibition. 
In decorative objects, china, bronzes, books, and engravings 
the French section stands high. Two remarkable vases 
are exhibited by Messrs Havilland, of Limoges, in which ~ 
three separate materials, viz., earthenware, china, and 
grey marl, are united in one piece of ware. ‘This is a very 
difficult process, because, when submitted tothe fire to be 
burnt, each of these materials contracts at a different 
temperature. It is doubtful, therefore, whether much use 
can be made of it for general commercial purposes, but it 
may very possibly afford a new and important material 
for decoration. 

The Austrian and Italian courts are fine, and contain 
many good specimens of decorative and fancy articles. 
The German stoneware is well shown, and some remark- 
able steel girdlers are exhibited. In the Luxembourg 
section attention should be given to what appear to be 
improvements of the Bessemer process of steel manufacture. 


The maritime department of the Exhibition is not so 
extensive as might have been expected. There are good 
English models of vessels, of shipping gear and screws. 
The machinery department is very extensive, and contains 
the best show exhibited on the Continent. There are few 
exhibits which are entirely new, but all are brought up to 
date. Messrs Cockerill, of Seraing, have spent upwards of 
12,0007 in putting up their exhibits. They show an 
enormous marine engine of 11,250 horse-power, constructed 
for the Russian Government. It isa beautiful piece of 
mechanism, but some portions are of English make. 
Messrs Smith and Coventry send a very complete collection 
of machine tools. The large Continental makers, Messrs 
Ant, Messrs Cail, 2nd others, are well represented. An 
improvement of the Corlis stationary engine, by Kerchore, 
of Ghent, which, it is alleged, consumes only 1°6 lb. of 
coal per hour for each horse power exerted, deserves atten- 
tion. There is also an engine on the Otto system, worked 
by petroleum, and engines for electric lighting, shown by 
Messrs Ganz, which likewise should be examined. 

Canada and Bombay have sent exhibits in anticipation 
of and as a preparation for their participation in the 
Colonial Exhibition in London next year. It will thus be 
seen that manufacturers and persons interested in the 
different branches of the Exhibition would find it to their 
advantage to visit it for the purposes of information, and 
of observing openings for theirowntrade. The catalogue 
is defective, and goods are not well described. ‘The 
building is badly ventilated, and can only be visited with 
comfort in the morning. It is, therefore, not easy to grasp 
the whole bearing of the Exhibition, and time and 
trouble is required to do so. Mr Grattan, the British 
Consul-General at Antwerp, and Commissioner for the 
Exhibition, and Mr Simmonds, the General Secretary, who 
has much experience in these undertakings, have used 
their best endeavours to interest merchants and manufac- 
turers, but it is to be feared that British commerce may 
suffer from the want of support given by Government and 
individuals towards an adequate display in this country of 
produce and manufactures in contrast with the goods of 
othercountries.

TRADE AT THE CHINESE TREATY PORTS, 


Ws have received from the Inspector-General of 
Customs the usual annual volume of reports upon the 
trade of the Chinese treaty ports, from which we learn that 
the condition of affairs in China during 1884 has been 
advantageous for trade, excepting in two respects, viz.,the 
financial uncertainty among the Chinese—a legacy of the 
year before—and the “ state of reprisals” akin to war. To 
quote the report—“ The first of these disadvantages gradu- 
ally wore away as the months succeeded one another, but 
the second prevailed steadily,and with increasingly harmful 
effect. But for the warlike operations, China must have 
had ‘a very good year,’ and even as itis, one is constantly 
impressed with the well-satisfied tone which pervades 
nearly every one of the reports from the treaty ports for 
1884. From the North we are told of abundant harvests, 


and the absence of the dreaded flood and of popular dis- 
content ; and a like account greets us from all the riverine 

rts excepting Ichang, which reports failure of rice crops 
iz Szechwan, and some distress there. The harvests of 
rice and cotton in the lower Yangtze valley and about 
Shanghai and Ningpo have been very plentiful. The crop 
of native opium seems to have been a large one everywhere, 
from the North to the South-West. The production of tea 
was everywhere unhampered by special disadvantages, such 
.as bad weather or disturbances. The sugar crop of Formosa 
and a!l the mainland of South China was excellent, and the 
rice crop in Kwangtung was exceptionally good, as the 
Swatow, Canton, and Kiungchow reports testify. On the 
other hand, the condition of the silk and black tea markets 
in Europe has been unfavourable to foreign merchants in 
China; silk especially, though never cheaper in China,has 
not been cheap enough to range within the low prices 
prevailing in Europe.” 

Owing very largely to the low prices ranging for the 
last-named two commodities, the exports exhibitadiminution 
in value of about 43 per cent., as compared with 1883, but 
when contrasted with 1882 the total value shows scarcely 
any difference. The imports fell off to only a very slight 
extent in 1884, although compared with 1882 a consider- 
able diminution is observable. Although, therefore, both 
the import and export trade declined in value during 
1884, yet, in view of the exceptional obstacles to trade 
which existed for so many months, the loss is certainly far 
from large, and it is not difficult to believe that under 
ordinary circumstances the results of the past year would 
have proved satisfactory.

We have received from the Inspector-General of 
Customs the usual annual volume of reports upon the 
trade of the Chinese treaty ports, from which we learn that 
the condition of affairs in China during 1884 has been 
advantageous for trade, excepting in two respects, viz.,the 
financial uncertainty among the Chinese—a legacy of the 
year before—and the “ state of reprisals” akin to war. To 
quote the report—* The first of these disadvantages gradu- 
ally wore away as the months succeeded one another, but 
the second prevailed steadily,and with increasingly harmful 
effect. But for the warlike operations, China must have 
had ‘a very good year,’ and even as itis, one is constantly 
impressed with the well-satisfied tone which pervades 
nearly every one of the reports from the treaty ports for 
1884.

The results of the half-year’s trade cannot have been 
otherwise than disappointing to importers as well as to 
dealers and manufacturers. At the beginning of the year 
wools had reached a low level, and it was hoped that a 
firm market,if not an advance in price, might be looked for, 
but the unsatisfactory nature of general business, with 











litical complications abroad, have overpowered the 
market, so that we have to record a lower range of prices 
than has been experienced since the opening of the 
Franco-German War. Stocks are, however, ve light of 
all classes, and a fair consumption is reported from the 
manufacturing districts, so that any improvement which 
may take place in trade when the anticipations of a good 
harvest are more pronounced is likely to have a consider- 
able effect on the wool market. 

Home wools, which were at a very low price in January 
and February, have recovered a little, and as the season for 
the new clip approaches, prices are well maintained. Last 

ear’s clip price is not likely to be reached, but values will 
be much nearer last year’s price than was anticipated a 
month or two ago. 





TRADE AT THE CHINESE TREATY PORTS. 


We have received from the Inspector-General of 
Customs the usual annual volume of reports upon the 
trade of the Chinese treaty ports, from which we learn that 
the condition of affairs in China during 1884 has been 
advantageous for trade, excepting in two respects, viz.,the 
financial uncertainty among the Chinese—a legacy of th® 
year before—and the “ state of reprisals” akin to war. To 
quote the report—“ The first of these disadvantages gradu- 
ally wore away as the months succeeded one another, but 
the second prevailed steadily,and with increasingly harmful 
effect. But for the warlike operations, China must have 
had ‘a very good year,’ and even as it is, one is constantly 
impressed with the well-satisfied tone which pervades 
nearly every one of the reports from the treaty ports for 
1884. From the North we are told of abundant harvests, 
and the absence of the dreaded flood and of popular dis- 
content ; and a like account greets us from all the riverine 
ports excepting Ichang, which reports failure of rice crops 
iz Szechwan, and some distress there. The harvests of 
rice and cotton in the lower Yangtze valley and about 
Shanghai and Ningpo have been very plentiful. The crop 
of native opium seems to have been a large one everywhere, 
from the North to the South-West. The production of tea 
was everywhere unhampered by special disadvantages, such 
as bad weather or disturbances. The sugar crop of Formosa 
and all the mainland of South China was excellent, and the 
rice crop in Kwangtung was exceptionally good, as the 
Swatow, Canton, and Kiungchow reports testify. On the 
other hand, the condition of the silk and black tea markets 
in Europe has been unfavourable to foreign merchants in 
China; silk especially, though never cheaper in China,has 
not been cheap enough to range within the low prices 
prevailing in Europe.” 

Owing very largely to the low prices ranging for the 
last-named twocommodities, the exports exhibita diminution 
in value of about 43 per cent., as compared with 1883, but 
when contrasted with 1882 the total value shows scarcely 
any difference. The imports fell off to only a very slight 
extent in 1884, although compared with 1882 a consider- 
able diminution is observable. Although, therefore, both 
the import and export trade declined in value during 
1884, yet, in view of the exceptional obstacles to trade 
which existed for so many months, the loss is certainly far 
from large, and it is not difficult to believe that under 
ordinary circumstances the results of the past year would 
have proved satisfactory.

The movement in the net quantity of opium imported 
by China in 1884 varied but little from the two preceding | 
years. Malwa and Patna have gained a little in quantity, 
the amount being 50,441 piculs, against 48,042 piculs; but 
Benares and other kinds—the latter including opium 
from Persia and Turkey—have fallen off. As regards 
cotton goods, it will be seen that there is a small jf 
increase in the total, but it is so small as to } 
scarcely indicate anything better than a stationary position | 
of une trade. Moreover, it must be remembered that the 
consumption and imports of manufactured cotton, stric{iy 
so-called, has been decreasing for the past thee or four 
years, and that it is only the yearly gain in the importa 
tion of yarn and which maintains the total at a 
steady level. Yarn appears to go inland to supply house- 
hold looms for the manufacture of cotton cloths. It is 
reported that the rapid increase in the Swatow import of 
cotton yarn, which now amounts to two-thirds of the total 
importation at all the Treaty ports, made further progress 
during the year under review, when the total was 96,590 
piculs, or 15,000 piculs over that of 1883. The value of 
the annual import of this staple now exceeds that of opium. 
About 70 per cent. of the supply is Bombay yarn, the rest 
Enslish. Most of it goes inland to the Wideg Ging cloth 
factories, but some is used in Ch‘ao-chow in weaving 
certain fancy nankeens, which, it is stated, have of late 
years acquired some popularity, mainly on account of their 
cheapness, And from Kiungchow it is reported that the 
importatiom of cotton yarn has steadily augmented year 
by year. The importation in 1884 nearly equalled the 
arrivals from 1876 to 1883, taken together, and its 
value exceeded that of all the foreign cotton piece 
gouds in 1884. So far the demand has been almost 
exclusively confined to Bombay yarn, the cheapness 
of which, as compared with the English article 
is the chief reason for its obtaining a ready 
market. It is stated that some few kinds of cotton 
cloth seem to hold their own, such as grey and white 
shirtings. The quantity of the first-named imported was 
about the same in 188¢ as in 1883, but the falling off since 
1882 is from 5,270,000 pieces to 4,300,000 pieces. White 
shirtings have increased largely over the importations of 
1883 and 1882, but the quantity for 1884 is still 13 per 
cent. less than in 1881. T’cloths show an exceptionally 
small importation, say, 2,000,000 pieces, a fall of 23 per 
cent. from the average of the three preceding years. 
Drills continue out of favour with consumers, the impor- 
tation, which in the period 1879-82 was at the rate of a 
million pieces a year, having now dropped to one-half of 
that quantity. Some goods, however, are coming into in- 
creased demand, such as shirtings, and also “chintzes, furni- 
tures, cotton prints, &c.” ‘The competition of the United 
States in the market for cotton goods remaius strong. At 
Tientsin we learn American shirtings continue to gain 
favour and oust from the market the English article, the 
importation having risen from 396,083 pieces in 1883 to 
531,545 pieces last year. The report from Chefoo is to 
the same effect, the importation of American shirtings 
exhibiting an increase of 60,150 pieces, or 141 per 
cent. The report from Chinkiang states that American 
shirtings have been 20 to 25 per cent. cheaper than in 1888, 
and, at the same time, have been preferred to the English on 
account of their superior quality. As regards woollen goods, 
the quantity of English camlets imported is the highest 
for many years, excepting 1881, and these goods alone 
represent in value more than a quarter of all the woollen 
imports. Spanish stripes have declined since 1882 from 
64,000 pieces to 50,000 pieces, and cloths have d 50 
per cent. since 1881 and 1882, while lastings and long ells 
may be said merely to hold their ground. 

Metals show a diminution as compared with 1883, due 
chiefly to a reduced importation of tin and lead. Amongst 
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the miscellaneous articles imported, it may be noticed 
that the demand for kerosine oil seems to be steadily 
increasing. 
The three staple exports of China are tea, silk, and sugar, 
and the shipments of these in 1884, compare as follows with

The quantity of raw silk exported has varied but little 
since 1880, the annual quantity being about 60,000 piculs, 
but the value has been slowly declining. The silk exports 
are entirely from Shanghai and Canton, principally the 
former, where trade is reported to be unsatisfactory, 
owing to a bad crop, financial difficulties amongst the 
dealers, and an attempt made by a well-known native 
banker to monopolise the entire supply. A marked feature 
of the year’s transactions is said to have been an increased 
demand for wild silk, The exports of silk from Canton 
were very small, owing mainly to the partial failure 
of the earlier crops. As regards tea, the export of 
black tea in 1880 was 1,661,000 piculs, and since then 
it has gradually fallen each year, till in 1884 it amounted 
to only 1,564,000 piculs. The export of green tea, 
however, was exceptionally large, and in this article the 
results of the year’s business have been favourable. The 
export trade in sugar continues to increase, although at 
— prices it cannot prove very remunerative to pro- 

ucers.

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TRADE NOTES. 


Tue Export Sucar Traps or tne Unirep Srarzs. 
—Recently some attention has been drawn to the exports 
of refined sugar from the United States to this country, 
owing to some statements made in Parliament on the 
subject. Up to the end of 1884 our imports from the 
United States were not given separately, but were simply 
lumped together with those of “‘ other countries.” As the 
following figures show, however, a great increase took 
place under the latter head :—

from the United States, whereas in the same period of | N 


1884 they only supplied us with about 23 per cent. of the 
whole, and in 1883 with about 5 per cent. of the whole. 
The growth of the trade has, therefore, been very rapid, 
and its importance makes one regret that the Board of 
Trade did not give the figures relating to it separately 
month by month in 1884, when its volume was already 
large. In connection with the above figures we subjoin the 
following extract from Bradstreet’s, dated New York, July 
25th, which gives some valuable details :—‘ The export of 
refined sugar is entirely confined to hard sugars, or to be 
more explicit loaf, crushed, and granulated. This is 
because the drawback upon this class of sug2r is so large 
that refiners are enabled to sell them at less than cost. 
The highest collectable duty upon sugar testing as high 
as 99 deg. is but 2.36, but the drawback upon granulated 
testing the same, and in the case of crushed and loaf less, 
is 2.82 less 1 per cent. This is exactly 43c per 100 pounds 
more than the Government receives in duty. But it rarely 
happens that raw sugar is imported testing 99 deg., and 
never for refining purposes. The following tables gives 
the rates of duty upon the average grades used in 
refining :—

It will be clearly seen from the above figures, that with a 
net drawback upon hard sugar of 2.79 our refiners are 
able to sell to foreigners, through the assistance of our 
Treasury, sugar at less than cost. Take, for instance, the

net price of centrifugal testing only 97 degs. and the net 
price, less drawback, of granulated :

Nothing could demonstrate the absurdity of the present 
rate of drawback more clearly than the above. A refiner 
pays 64 cents per hundred more for raw sugar testing 2 
degs. less saccharine than he sells refined for. Not, how- 
ever, to the American consumers, but to foreigners. After 
paying the expenses necessary to refining by the assis- 
tance of a drawback, which clearly amounts to a subsidy 
of about 50 cents a hundred pounds, our large sugar 
monopolists are assisted by the Government to increase 
the cost of sugar to American consumers. That at the 
very outside the drawback upon hard sugar should not 
exceed 2.36, as this is the highest collectable duty upon 
raws, is plain to the most uninitiated, but even this is too 
high, as granulated sugar can be made at a duty cost of 
2.30 cents. Almost the entire exports of refined sugar 
are of this kind, and in order to show the inconsistency of 
our Treasury subsidising, the patent under which all this 
class is made is held by John Duncan, a large London 
sugar refiner.” It is evident that we can have nothing to 
say against the ee of the United States in selling us 
sugar considerably below cost price. Up to date of the 
last advices it is estimated that the exports of refined 
sugar from the United States have amounted to 83,340 
tons, which has cost the Treasury over 830,000 dols. 
While the export trade is stimulated in this way we can 
only expect to see it increase, especially when it is remem- 
bered that it has developed so greatly in a period when 
the prices of sugar have been exceptionally low.
